R. E. Davidson, Atlanta representa- 
tive of the Webb Fire Apparatus com- 
pany, whose office is 1229 Candler 
building, testified on oath that he 
gave the money to Chief Cummings 
during the year 1911. Davidson told 
the committee that he “was feeling 
pretty good,” and that because be 
liked the fire chief he made him the 
present of the cash.

Davidson was positive that he show- 
ed Mayor Winn the rebate letter dur- 
ing the discussion of the tenth ward 
engine purchuse. He explained that 
the mayor was seated at his left, Al- 
derman John Candler to his left, and 
the other members of the board were 
seated at a distance. 

He said that he showed the letters 
to Mayor Winn and asked him if he 
saw them. He said that Mayor Winn 
nodded his head, apparently in assent. 

Here Chief Cummings broke in with 
the declaration that the charge of 
Davidson was an infamous lie. 

Councilman Smith cautioned the 
chief that the witness was under the 
protection of the committee. 

“Well, then, I'll denounce him as a 
liar if I have to go all over the city to 
do it,’’ Chief Cummings declared. 

Woodward Takes Responsibility. 

Alderman Ragsdale asked the wit- 
ness what his object was in bringing 
up the $400 division at this late day. 

“He is not bringing it up. I am the 
one who is bDbriningitup,’ corrected 
Mayor Woodward. - 

Questions were :ired at Davidson 
from various persons, and Mayor 
Woodward asked that as long as the 
committee allowed the questioning, 
that John McClelland represent him. 

“I guess you slipped that letter in 
there just like you slipped me that 
$400?” asked Chief Cummings. 

Alderman McClelland charged that 
the witness was not being protected 
by the committee. 

“If the gentleman had been here 
five minutes ago he would have seen 
that the committee is protecting the 
witness,’ replied Councilman Smith. 

Davidson acknowledged that he was 
being treated fairly by the committee. 

When Settlement Occurred. 

Councilman Jesse M. Wood took a 
hand in the examination of the wit- 
ness.

Woodward Denies Chief's Statement. 

“Mayor Woodward has treated me 
unjustly,” Chief Cummings continued, 
“Tl called on him in his office to dis- 
cuss the fire hose—” 

“You never came to my office to dis- 
cuss fire hose in your life, and you 
know it, Bill Cummings,” replied the 
mayor. “You spoke to me about fire 
engines.” 

Members of the committee broke in 
on the belligerents with the sugges- 
tion that the hearing be allowed to 


proceed. 

“He won't let anyone proceed,” put 
in Chief Cummings. 

Mayor Woodward said that he made 
no reference to Chief Cummings in his 
veto message. Hie asked the commit- 
tee to consider the charges he made 
therein in making their report to coun- 
cil. He said that he had the state- 
ments in black and white, and was 
doing his fighting in the open. He 
said that he was sorry things devel- 
oped that were unpleasant, but he was 
willing to let the chips fall. 


Mayor Is Responsible. 


The mayor said that he was respon- 
gible for his utterances. He called at- 
tention to the fact that the Dill of 
lading for the tenth ward engine, 
bought from the La France people for 
$9,000, had come to him, and that no 
one has claimed the engine. 

P. O. Hebert, agent for the Eureka 
Hose company, admitted that the en- 
gine was in the city, and that the com- 
pany was paying $1 a day demurrage 
on it. 

The mayor said that since he called 
attention to the purchasing of sup- 
plies without requisitions, the various 
departments have begun to make pur- 
chases in the regular way. 

P. O. Hebert, the hose agent, told the 
committee that he never gave a pres- 
ent of money or otherwise to any of- 
ficial for a testimonial. Hebert tolu 
the committee that Ewing, one of the 
salesmen, had been dismissed from the 
company. 

Ewing took the stand and told the 
committee that it was the custom of 
the Eureka Hose company to give 
presents to city officials.

As accepted by the democratic ma- 
jority of the ways and means commit- 
tee the new schedules are in the main 
somewhat lower than the Underwood 
bills of the last congress. The differ- 
ence of opinion arose when a minority 
of the members endeavored to apply 
literally the planks of the Baltimore 
platform which declared in favor of 
free listing articles controlled by mo- 
ropolies or sold more cheaply at home 
than abroad, and in favor of reducing 
the cost of living’ by slashing protec- 
tive rates on articles of common con- 
sumption. 

Free raw wool, extremely low dutieg 
On the cheaper articles of woolen and 
cotton clothing and free steel rails 
were desired by the radicals. They did 
not get them, although the duties were 
reduced from those of the earlier Un- 
derwood bills in several instances.

This commissiou is directed specifically 
to investigate and study in European coun- 
tries co-operative land mortgage banks, 
co-operative rural credit unions and similar 
organizations and _ institutions devoting 
their attention to the promotion of agricul- 
ture and the betterment of rural condi- 
tions. 

Its scope is not only to include the mat- 
ter of rural credits, but also the highiy im- 
portant question of co-operative market- 
ing under which it is said the farmers of 
Europe are protected against trust move- 
ments that would reduce the price of their 
products. 

In the words. of the general instructions 
issued to the commission “special note” is 


‘to be taken of: 


- First. The parts played, respectively, in 
the promotion of agriculture by the govern- 
ments and by voluntary organizations of the 
agricultural classes. 

Second. The application of the co-oper- 
ative system to agricultural production, dis- 
tribution, and finance. 

Third. The effect of co-operative organi- 
zation upon social conditions in rural com- 
munities. 

Fourth. The relation of the cost of liv- 
ing to the business organization of the food- 
producing classes. 

Conditions under which loans are now 
negotiated in this country actually pen- 
alize the farmer as against the followers 
of any other vocation. In the first place, 
land is barred as collateral for loans from 
national banks, a restriction that was per- 
Laps justified when these laws were 
framed, but whick has long since then 
been rendered wholly unnecessary by the 
stabilization of land values. The embargo 
has, however, had the effect of injuriously 
placing the farmer in a separate Class 
where he must pay all sorts of discrimina- 
tory and exorbitant interest rates on loans. 
The ordinary business man, or the holder 
of city real estate, has little trouble in ne- 
gotiating loans at 5 and 6 per cent. The 
farmer must, in patronizing private agen- 
cies, pay 8 per cent and upwards as com- 
missions’ pile up. 

In Europe, and especially in Germany, 
the authorities long ago recognized that 
rural land is really the basis of all wealth. 
Under the co-operative loan societies or 
the Raiffeisen system, as the case may be, 
farmers may pool their holdings and secure 
unlimited credit at from 3° to 4 and 4% 
per cent. What that means as a stimullis 
to agriculture and a healthy agricultural 
condition need not be emphasized. 

The government and the commercial 


| commissions which now become active will 


supply congress with data upon which it !s 
hoped to construct a rural credit system 
for America. The benefits of such an in- 
novation are almost incalculable. Opening 
to agriculture a tremendous and_ “safe 
source of credit at nominal] rates, expan- 
sion and improvement of the farming in- 
terests of this country will proceed at a 
rate difficult of estimate. The process will 
really be the equivalent of unshackling 
agriculture, an end that should appeal to 
every American since in the last anaylsis 
the welfare of the farm determines the 
welfare of the nation. Tapping a new 
reservoir of credit for the farmer means 
more and better farms; increasing per- 
sonal ownership and dwindling of the evil 
of tenancy; checking the jflow of popula- 
tion to the cities; lowering the cost of 
living; cheapening the cost and increasing 
the profit of production.

New News of Yesierday | 


How Men Without Previous Training Be- 
came Great Financiers. 


By E. J. Edwards. |

in my boyhood days I used to hear a 
great deal about Nicholas Biddle, who was 
really the creator and the highly successful 
director of the United 
States bank, which went 
out of existence as a 
national institution soon 
after President Andrew 
Jackson vetoed the bill 
'rechartering it.” 

So said the late 
Judge Ashbel Green to 
me One afternoon in the 
fall of 1897. 

Judge Green was of 
a distinguished New 
Jersey famjly. Some of 
his forbears served 
as presidents of Prince- 
ton college. He was 
near of kin to the Stock- 
ton family, one of whom 
was a distinguished of- 

ficer of the American E. J. Edwards. 
navy, and another, John FP. Stockton, was 
United States senator from New Jersey in 
the mid-seventies. 

Judge Green could himself have been gov- 
ernor of New Jersey had he been willing to 
accept the nomination. It was chiefly by 
his political skill that the nomination of 
General George B. McClellan for governor 
of New Jersey was made in 1877. A brother 
of Judge Green, Robert, was elected gov- 
ernor of New Jersey some 
azo. 

Judge Green's family and the Stockton 
family were in somewhat intimate personal, 
although not political, relations with Nich- 
Olas Biddle, during all the time that the lat- 
ter was president of the .now traditional 
United States bank. 

“It was not until after I was admitted to 
the bar,” said Judge Green to. me. “that I 
learned what I regard as the most valuable 
lesson taught by the career of Nicholas Bid- 
dle. 

“IT used to hear members of my family say 
that Mr. Biddle had shown extraordinary 
sagacity, something like genius, in the man- 
agement of ‘this great national institution, 
whose central office was at Philadelphia. I 
remember hearing some one say that it was 
amazing how perfectly President Biddle kept 
his fingers upon every one of the branch 
banks. He seemed to know almost by in- 
tuition what these branches were doing. 
Upon one occasion he sent a large amount of 
Silver, then the chief money metal of the 
country, to Savannah in time to prevent the 
success of a conspiracy to ruin the credit of 
the Savannah branch. 

“IT supposed in my early days, that Mr. 
Biddle must have entered some bank when 
a mere boy, and had been trained to the 
banker's business and had become at last so 
thoroughly equipped by experience and prac- 
tical banking that he was well qualified for 
the arduous, delicate and successful 
work he performed as president of the bank 
in which the national government was inter- 
ested and which handled its fiscal operations. 

“You may judge of my astonishment when 
shortly after I began to practice law | heard 
that Nicholas Biddle was never trained as a 
banker. He did have something to do with 
the settlement of French claims against cit- 
izens of the United States, after Napoleon 
Louisiana to this country, and that

WHO WERE THE 
MOUND BUILDERS? 


In the central part of North America, 
along the valleys of the Mississippi and the 
Ohio rivers, from the Gulf of Mexico to the 
Great Lakes, there are remains of the works 
of an extinct race of people now Known as 
the ‘‘“Mound Builders.” Who they were, from 
whence they came, and what became of them 
is a mystery. It is supposed that they were 
a people akin to those who settled in Mexico 
and Central America, and that they were a 
very different race from the North American 
Indians. 

Is the Mound Builders idea a myth? Re- 
cent research has put a vastly different 
aspect on the question as to whom these peo- 
ple were, and recent historians have treated 
the subject very sparingly. In the first place, 
in the annals of the Columbian epoch it has 
been found that some of the mounds were 
constructed in historical time, while other 


explorers and settlers found many actually 


used by tribes of the North American Indians; 


so we know that many of them were build- 
ers of mounds,

tribes, as they were produced before modifi- 
cation by European culture, have been 
assembled in the same museums, and the two 
classes of collections have been carefully 
compared. All this has been done with the 
greatest painstaking, and the Mound Build- 


ers’ art and the Indians’ art are found to be 
Substantially identical. 

Consequently there is little or no frag- 
ment of evidence to support the figment of 
theory that there was an ancient race of 
Mound Builders superiof in culture to the 
North American Indians# That some of these 
mounds were built and used in modern times 
is proved in another way. They often con- 
tain articles manifestly made by white men, 
Such as glass beads and copper ornaments. 

It is safe to assume that some of these 
mounds were built by Indian tribes extinct 
when Columbus first saw these shores, but 
they were kindred in culture to the peoples 
that still existed. The study of these mounds 
proves that they were used for a variety of 
purposes, Some were for sculpture and such 
are the most common and scattered. 
Others were used as artificial hills on which 
to build communal houses. 
large mounds were sites of 
houses in which entire tribes dwelt 
still a third constructed as 
public assembly. 

The majority of American archaeologists 
now see no different reason for supposing 
that any mysterious superior race has ever 
lived in any portion of our continent. Even 
if we accept the exaggerated statements of 
the Spanish conquerors, the most intelligent » 
and advanced peoples found here were only 
semi-barbarians in the stage of transition 
from the stone to the bronze age, possessing 
no written language or what can properly 
be styled an alphabet and not yet having 
even learned the use of beasts of burden. 

But in spite of the archaeological view 
there are many writers who still affirm that 
the mounds testify to the fact that, at a very 
remote age, a race of people, now extinct, 
was in possession of this country, from the 
frozen lakes of the north to the Gulf of Mex- 
ico, and from Vermont Yo the Rocky moun- 
tains. It is thought by them that the Aztecs, 
found in Mexieo by Cortez; and the ancient 
Peruvians, whose empire was destroyed by 
Pizarro, may have been remnants of the 
mound builders, who were driven south by 
invading hordes, such as our Indian tribes, 
from the other continent across Behring 
strait, but even they admit that this is only 
conjecture. 

They base their argument principally on 
the fact that in the figures of heads on the 
pottery found in the mounds, and especially 
on clay pipe-bowls, there is a strong resem- 
blance to the sculptured heads found in the 
ruins in Yucatan. There may come a time 
when the mystery of these mounds will be 
fully cleared in the minds of every one, but 
as yet even the most enlightened of the 
archaeologists are not absolutely sure re- 
garding their theory.

‘DISPOSAL PLANT T0 BE 
FNISHED IN JUNE 


Sullivan Is Confident He Can 
Get Plefty of Stone to 
Complete Work. 


The new $195,000 Peachtree Creek 
disposal plant will be completed in 
June, 1913, according to a statement 
made by M. S&S. Sullivan, of the Munici- 
pal Construction company, of Chatta- 
nooga. : 

Judge William T. Newman confirmed 
Sullivan as -receiver to take charge 
of the bankrupt estate of Chester A. 
Dady, the contractor, and placed him 
tn charge of the work of completing 
the Peachtree and Intrenchment Creek 
Sewage plants, which have been es- 
timated to cost about $400,000. 

The court fixed the bond of the re- 
ceiver at $10,000, and issued an order 
on the receiver to make estimates of 
the work under construction, an in- 
ventory of the material, and a report 
as to the general condition of the work. 

Contracts for Stone. 

Following his confirmation, Receiver 
Sullivan made hig first statement. He 
sald that his first work toward com- 
pleting the Peachtree plant will be to 
make contracts for stone. 

“TI have already spoken to a number 
of stone men,” Receiver Sullivan ex- 
plained, ‘and I feel sure that I will 
be able to contract for enough stone 
to complete the Peachtree plant by 
June 15.” 

Under an agreement between the city 
and the bonding company, which was 
ratified by council Monday afternoon, 
the receiver has been authoriztd to 
make contracts for material and secure 
ihabor. teceiver Sullivan explained 
that there are a number of details of 
the contract that will have to be given 
attention, but he said that he would 
have the work systematized within 
‘th ree weeks. 
| “Instead of making contracts for 
stone on thirty or sixty days, l am goD- 
ing to pay for stone, labor and matert- 
al at the end of every week,” Receiver 
Sullivan said. “I am also going to 
make a personal visit to the quarries 
and try and contract for the entire 
output of the crushers. 

“By taking the entire output and 
paving for it at the end of the week, 
I will be holding out an inducement to 
the crushers to serve me first. They 
all need their money at the end of 
the week to meet payrolls, and will be 
glad to help me out if I help them. I 
have déalt with nearly every stone man 
In Georgia and Tennessee, and I am 
sure they will help me out.” 

The receiver explained that one of 
his first moves towards getting the 
stone shipped to the plant will be to 
first make all the contracts possible, 
and then regulate the rate of shipment 
to keep an ample supply on hand at the 
Plants so that work can be proceeded 
With without delay, 

7 Regulated Contracts. 

Discussing the Situation, Re- 
ceiver Sullivan said that while he was 
building the Proctor Creek plant and 
the small sewage plant at Fort Mec- 
Pherson for the government, he was 
handicapped by a stone famine, but he 
explained that he regulated his con- 
tracts in such a way that he secured 
enough stone to Keep the work pro- 
Bressing all the time. 

Sullivan said that he would spend 
probably a week on. the Peachtree and 
Intrenchment Creek jobs making the 
estimates of cost for the federal] court. 

He says that the biggest part of the 
work at Peachtree creek is putting in 
the stone for the filter beds. There

completed while the filter beds are be- 
ing filled in. 

Chester A. Dady, who was awarded 
the contract by the city for both plants, 
will be retained by the receiver in an 
engineering capacity. He will remain 
in Atlanta until both contracts are 
completed.

$38,526.73 in the Intrenchment Creek 
plant, and equipment valued at $390,000 
at both plants. 

The receiver says that he

New York, March 18.—Resolutions con- 
demning the practice of baseball plav- 
ers writing for newspapers about che 
game were adopted today at a meeting 
of the New York and Brooklyn chap- 
ters of the Baseball Writers’ associa- 
tion. Acting Chairman James R. 
Price also read letters from the three 
members of the national commission— 
August Herrmann, chairman; Ban 
Johnson, president of the American 
league, and Thomas J. Lynch, president 
of the National league—offering co- 
eperation to the baseball writers in 
combatting the practice. 

The resodlutions declare the practice 
should be wiped out as tending ‘‘to 


lower the tone and dignity of the sport, 
to cause serious friction on the various 


the baseball writers.” 


Herrmann letter 


(Chairman in his 

“Personally and officially, | am op- 
posed to the imposition on the public 
of alleged expert articles in baseball 
by players who have attained promi- 
nence in their profession, and will 
heartily co-operate with the National 
3aseball Writers’ association in any 
movement to stop the practice. I favor 
the enactment of legislation that will 
protect newspaper writers from com- 
petition of this kind.’’ 

President Lynch, among other things, 
had this to say: 

“T am unalterably opposed to base- 
ball players writing for the newspa- 
pers, and think the practice shouid be 
stopped. I regard it as bad for the 
vame. The players are unwillingly do- 
ing baseball an injury. They do not 
write the stories which appear over 
their signatures, and they should not 
be permitted to fool the public. rt it 
were within my power to put a stop to 
the practice I would gladly do 80.” 

President Johnson wrote he was 
“very much opposed” to the practice. 

“These stories are seldom the prod- 
uct of the players whose names are 
attached,” his letter says. “‘They are 
pure fakes, and an imposition upon the 
public.”

F-BOSS COX INDICTED 
FOR LOOTING A BANK 


Former G. O. P. Ruler of Cincin- 
nati and His Friends Must 
Answer Grave Charges. 


Cincinnati, March 18.—George*B. Cox, 
former republican leader here and one 
time president of the Cincinnati Trust 
company, together with ten other offi- 
cers and directors of the trust company, 
were charged with having violated the 
state banking laws in indictments re- 
turned today by the Hamilton county 
grand jury. The others indicted were: 

Nathaniel 8. Keith, secretary of the 
trust company; Fletcher R. Williams, 
treasurer; J. M. Crawford, director, 
once consul general at St. Petersburg; 
Charles H. Davis, director, former pres- 
ident of the Second National bank here; 
David G. Edwards, director, broker; Dr. 
James F. Heady, director; James M. 
Hutton, director, broker; O. V. Parrish, 
Hamilton, Ohio, director; Norman G. 
Kenan. director, former president of 
the Union Gas and Electric company; 
I. N. Miller, director, superintendent 
of the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany here, 

Two indictments were returned, One 
of nine counts charged Cox, Davis, 
Kenan, Heady, Hutton, Miller, Keith 
and Williams with misapplication of 
$115,000 of the trust company’s money 
through alleged illegal loans to the 
Ford & Johnson Chair company, of In- 
dianapolis. Cox was also a director of 
the chair company. 

The second indictment, in two counts, 
charged Cox, Crawford, Davis, UWd- 
wards, Heady, Hutton, Keith, Williams 
and Parrish with the abstraction of a 
note for $352,500 with the intent to 
defraud the trust company. 

All of the defendants except Heady 
and Hutton were in court when the 
indictments were read. All gave bonds 
for $5,000 on each indictment. August 
Herrmann, president of the Cincinnati 
club of the National Baseball league, 
signed the bonds for Cox’s release. 

Attorney General Timothy Hogan, of 
Columbus, who has aided in the grand 
jury investigation of the affairs of the 
trust company, announced that he 
would assist in the trials of the de- 
fendants, and scid an effort would be 
made to get trials at the next term of 
court. 

_The affairs of the trust company Have 
been subjected to investigation most 
of the time since its absorption by the 
Provident Savings Bank and ‘Trust 
company in December, 1911. 

The note for $352,500, with the ab- 
straction of which the officers were 
charged, was listed in the assets of 
the bank in November, 1911, at the 
instance of the state banking depart- 
ment. It was to cover alleged excessive 
loans made to the Ford & Johnson 
company. Later the note was with- 
drawn, the indictment charges, without 
payment being made the bank. 

The indictments charging misappli- 
cation also were based on transactions 
with the Ford & Johnson company, and 
charges that loans of $115,000 were 
made to the chair company when that 
concern owed more than $500,000 to 
the trust company. By the terms of 
the state law, the trust company, which 
was incorporated for $500,000, was for- 
bidden to loan more than $100,000 to 
any individual firm or corporation, 

The maximum penalty of the law un- 
der which the indictments were 
brought is a fine of $10,000 or thirty 
years’ imprisonment, or 
was set for arraignment of the defend- 
ants to enter pleas of defense.

consulted about the statement before 
his departure for the west. 

It was authoritatively stated tonight 
throughout the Wilson administration 
to parallel situations in Central Amer- 
ica and elsewhere in which the United 
States was concerned. 

The policy of protecting through the 
influence of the government loan en- 
terprises of American banking. firms 
abroad was a,part of what was often 
deferred to as “dollar diplomacy’ dur- 
ing the Taft administration.

as it was announced that the proposed 
internal improvements were not to be 
as extensive as at first. planned. 

The loan originaly was desired by 
China when in the throes of recon- 
struction after the fall of the Manchu 
dynasty. A Belgian syndicate was at 
first approached but later England, 
France, Germany, Russia, Japan and the 
United States sought a ghare in the 
flotation of the loan. 

While today’s statement means the 
end of governmental support to the 
loan projects as at present advanced, 
it is pointed out in official circles here 
that American bankng firms still can 
share a part of the loan independently 
and without the guarantee of support 
from this government.
